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ring, and nouriſhing of theſe Loue-lockes, and immode- 
rate long Haire : W hat is the reaſon that our Nation did 


' generally heretofore,and doeth yet for the moſt part,cut 
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their Haire of a Decent, Graue, and Comely manner, 
without any reſeruation of a Loue-locke ; is it not more 
from the very direction,law,aduiſe,or diate of (x) Na. 
tre,which docth ſecretly informe them of the decency, 
and fitnefle of it, then from any binding Law, or cuſtome 
of our Countrey ? doubtlefle it is. If then Nature doeth 
teach men thus to cut their Haire : the nouriſhing of 
womaniſh, and long vnfhorne Haire, together with the 
referuation of theſe Efteminate, Fantaſtique, Ridiculous, 
and ynciuill Loue-lockes, muſt needes be contrary to the 
Laiw of Nature. 

Laſtly, that which ſauours of Leuity, Vanity, Pride, 
Vaine-glory, Singularity, Efeminacy, Wantonnefſle, Li- 
{ciutoutncſle, Liccntiouſneſle, Selfe-conceitednefle,or the 
itke, muſt needes bee contrary to the Law of Nature, be- 
cauſe (7) theſe ſinues and vices are ſo: But for men ta. 
weare long Haire, or Louc-lockes, inany Chriſtian, or 
Ciuili Common-wealth (as ours 1s) contrary to the com- 
mon vie and practiſe of our Countrey,docth ſauour of all 
theſe : therefore it muſt ncedes bee contrary to the Law 
of Nature. 

Now that you may know, that it 1s contrary to the 
Law of God, and Narare, for men to weare, or nouriſh 
Louc-lockes, or extraordinary long Haire : conſider but

But it may bee ſome will here obiect and fay ; that the 
Haze, and Louc-lockes which they weare, are ſuppoſiti- 
rious, falſe, and counterfeite, and not their owne : there- 
fore they violate no Law of God, nor Nature, fince the 
long Haire they ve, is but borrowed, and aduenticious, 
their owne being ſhort enough : perchance, bur little or 
none at all. 

To this I anf\yere firſt ; that the wearing of counter- 
feite, falſe, and ſuppoſititious Haire,is (x) vrterly onlaw 
fl, thoughit bee now ſo rife and common, both in our 
Maſculine, an41 Female ſex: Firſt, becauſe wee haue no 
Precept, no Record, no Warrant, nor Example for it in 
the Scriptures, (y) Which are the onely rules Wee are to 
Wake by : The ldolatrous and Efeminate (&) Meder, 
(not any Saints, nor Chriſtians that we can read of, ) Were 
the firſ# that wſed this falſe, and connterfeite Faire : there- 


fore Chriſtians may not vie it. Secondly, becauſe God 


hath given enery man & woman ſuch Haire,as is moſt na- 
turall, and ſutable vnto them, of parpole that they ſhould 
weare and y1ec it, and not contemne 1t, nor be aſhamed of 
it : thoſe theretore who diſlike the quantity, or quality 
of that Haire, which Gods wiledome hath aſligned to 


them, and thercfore purchaſe the hairy Excrements of 


ſome orher perſon, to Adorne and Beautifie their Heads 
withall ; muſt needes incurre Gods Indgement ; becauic 
they taxe and cenſure God, and labour to corre, and 
change his worke : Thirdly, becault this wearing of falſe 
and counterfeite Haire,docth alway ariſe from pride and 
vaine-glory : in that wee deſire to (4) be more beartifull, 
and comely thea God hath made vs: ox from concuplitcence; 


or yacleanneſl$, in that 1ye ſecke to incicate,and AMO 
hoſe 
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thoſe with this artificiall and acquiſite Haire, and beau- 
tie, which our owne naturall Haire, and feature would 
not mooue : or from'a vaine,and finfull leuitie of minde, 
whereby we deſire to take vp,and follow the vaine,abo- 
minable, wicked, and wor/aly gwiſes, faſhions, and cuſtomes 
of the times, Which Chriſtians muſt, (4) abominate : or out 
of a vaine-glorious, and fantaſtique debre of ſingulari- 
tie, or differencing our {clues from others ; or out of an 
intent, or purpoſe ro delude, and coulen others, by per- 
ſfwading them by this Hell:ſh wile : that our Haire, and 
ſo our Complexions, Conſtitutions, and Conditions, 
(which are oft diſcouered by the Haire, ) are not the 
fame they are : or out of a curſed obſtinacy, Rebellion, 
and Diſobedience to God, and to his Lawes, or to the 
Counſell, Aduice, and Admonition of his Saints, and 
Miniſters, whom wee purpoſe and intend to Crofle, to 
Thwart and Grieue , by our Rebellious, Graccieſle, 
Wanton, and Vngodly liues : Theſe I ſay, or ſome of 
theſe, are the onely true, and proper grounds, and ends, 
why Men or Women weare this falſe, and counterfeite
